Cummings, a banker of Moore's Flat, 
was on board with a bar of gold valued 
at $7,000.

Sir Hendrick Hudson 
became famous as a discoverer, and his 
voyage to tho mouth of tho river which 
bears his name was simply because his 
crew would not bear the severity of tho 
northern elimatn. Ho afterwards dis- 
covered Hudson Bay, and on his return 
voyage was the victim of a mutinous 
crew. Gosnold, who discovered Massa- 
chusetts and gave to Cape Cod its name, 
died miserably on the James river. 
Captain Cook was slain and eaten by 
cannibals. Sir John Ross, who many 
years afterward undertook an exploring 
voyage, was imprisoned in tha ice for 
four Winters and was only rescued by 
a Russian ship which happened to hear 
of his condition. .The mysterious fato 
of Sir John Franklin hardly needs more 
than a mere reference hero, but it may 
bo added that Dr. Lane, who command- 
ed tho Grinnell expedition, was a mar- 
tyr to his enthusiasm.

REFUGEES 
IN 
KANSAS.—The 


Cleveland (Ohio) Leader prints the first 
letter from John Brown, jr., who is in- 
vestigating tho condition of the colored 
refugees from tho Southern States. Ho 
reports upon two colonies. One has 
settled some 40 miles southwest of To- 
poka, upon four sections of State Uni- 
versity lands, which will mako forty- 
acre homesteads for 64 families. The 
land is excellent, but has no timber. 
They have made a beginning in its 
cultivation, but will cost them $2.65 nn 
acre, of which the firs,t payment must 
be made this Pull, but tho remainder 
may run for 19 years to tho final pay- 
ment, bearing 7 per cent, interest. The 
second colony has located upon Indian 
.Reservation lands, which are open to 
settlement. Thero are 300 in this col- 
ony, and many of tho men will find 
employment on farms in tho neighbor- 
hood, but it will be good while before 
they can gather a crop of their own 
planting. Mr. Brown says that many 
of the refugees are sending back word 
to their friends in tho South not to 
come to Kansas until they huvo means 
to support themselves for at least ono 
year. All the testimony shows that tho 
cause of tho exodus was "a condition of 
increasing poverty, distrust and con- 
stant fear, with one hope of its becoming 
bettor for themselves or their children;

The Killing of James Foley t>y Harry Chapman, 


A Wadaworth correspondent of the 


JoBRNAii furnishes us with tho following 
particulars of the killing of James Foley 
by Harry Chapman at Hot Springs sta- 
tion last Sunday morning: 


Saturday evening JatueB Foley, who 


was section boss at Hot Springs station, 
which is 20 miles east of WatUworth, on 
the line of the C. P. K. B., came to 
Wadsworth and spent the night here. 
Daring the evening ho "stood in with 
the boys" and had a jolly time, but re- 
turned to his pest Sunday morning, 
quite sober enough to attend to his 
business. It is said that ho passed 
some uncomplimentary remarks against 
Chapman, with whom he had long felt 
an ill will growing more or less out of 
differences between the families of both 
patties. These remarks, however, never 
reached the ears of Chapman, who is 
telegraph operator at that station, nor 
did they, as your correspondent traced, 
them, apply to C. Foley, when he ar- 
rived at the Springs, went down to the 
engineer and fireman's cabin and said 
he was going to see Chapman, and pay 
his monthly freight bill. They caution- 
ed him to avoid any trouble with the 
operator, knowing that Foley, when un- 
der the influence of liquor, would not 
at least run when pressed by an enemy. 
He expressed himself as not desirous of 
a fight but would go anyhow and pay 
his bill, which he did. The only per- 
sons present in the office at the time 
(9 o'clock) were Chapman and wife and 
Foley. It is presumed that after Foley 
paid his freight charges that he said 
something abusive to Chapman. Sev- 
eral loud and angry words passed when 
Chapman drew his six*shooter and fired 
at Foley. The latter ran out of the of- 
fice, closely followed by tho former, 
who did not cease firing until he had 
emptied his pistol, even shooting Foley, 
so it is alleged, after he was dead. Chap- 
man then telegraphed to "Wadsworth that 
he had shot Foley and to send up a 
physician. A few minutes later he sent 
a dispatch saying that Foloy was dead. 
Supt. Free started for Hot Springs and 
while en route met Chupinan, who gave 
himself up and was taken by Mr. Erce 
to Stillwater, where he was placed in 
tho county jail. Monday morning J. 
Allen, J. P. of Churchill county, sum- 
moned a Coroner's Jury, and held an 
inquest upon the remains, rendering a 
verdict in accordance with the preced- 
ing facts. Monday noon the dead man 
was brought to Wadsworth and buried. 
Foley leaves a wife and three small 
children. 


Both men were well known in Wads- 


worth, Foley as a very good man, hon- 
est and industrious* and never quarrel- 
some save occasionally when on a spree; 
Chapman, it is said, has had more or 
less trouble with several section men, 
and had not as many friends among the 
railroad men as the deceased. Tho 
presumption is that the homicide was 
uot by any means justifiable, and that 
the law should deal strict justice out to 
tho murderer. The full facts, however, 
will not be known \intil the trial of 
Chapman.
